Whatever iias.i^ed during 
I he interview, it has deepened the distrust 
111 lieiliii and iii'.'reased the irritalion of 
the .\iislriaii goyeriiiiient toward tin- 
C/.ar's ministers. I)e( Jiers has joined the 
war party. He is reported as Udliiig \'aii 
Schweinitz that the Czar issiiicerely desir- 
ous of peace,but is unable to tolerate longer 
.Austrian duplicity in thwarting Russia's 
endeavors to obtain the just fruits of her 
-ariilires ill the lialkaii eaiii|iaigii. De- 
I oi-is liai- also I'oiiiplaiiied of Count Kal- 
iioky s language in reference to Russia, 
declaring it unbearable, and tli;it it jiisti- 
lies every measure that Russia might take 
to reinforce her troops on the frontier. 

.\n ominous indication of the extreme 
tousioii of the situation is the bellicose 
tone of the St. I'etershnrg papi'r.s toward 
.Austria. I'.ulgaria, the papers say, must 
be deprived of any shadow of an autonomy 
land beeoiiie a Russian piovinee, while 
I .-Vli.illia iiiu.-,l be foieed toeiaeiiate liosnia 
and ll(-rzegin iiiia. A careful estimate 
j gives Russia eight and one-half army corps 
within the frontier districts of Warsaw. 
Wiliia and Kilif, with 120 held batteries 
against the combined .-Vustrian and tier- 
man force of live iind one-half army corps 
with .S2 batti'ries. Russia lias also an 
immense ]irepiiiiileraiiee in cavalry 
.strength. The Td'jhlntl goes to the leiigtii 
of suggesting that endeavors are being 
made to induce the Crown rriiice to un- 
dergo an operation in order that the fatal 
lei iiiiiiat iou may be hurried and the end 
of the political ombarrassment may be 
l eached, he having refused to relinquish 
his l ighi of succession in favor of his son 
William.

He had, 
in the course of his im-est ig.il ions, learned 
that enoniious i|iiantities of ojuiiin were 
being Hiiiuggled into the I'nited States 
at that and other points in the Dominion. 

llo got into the coiilideiice of .several 
Chinamen purposely to report to the 
American authorities how the business 
was being carried on, which information 
ho has coiiiiuuiiicated to tin- eiistoms 
ollicials on the other side of the line, 
where he states the revenue of the 
Country is being defrauded to an almost 
incredible extent. 

He learned that from British Columbia 
large (juantities of manufactured opium 
are being sent east over the (Canadian 
Pacitio, whence it made its way intu^he 
I'nited States and various ])oiiits along 
the St. Lawrence, notably I'.roekvdle.

Cadboro Bay lo San .liimi Island, where 
it is held until placed on board sloops or 
small .steamers and taken to Seattle, Port 
I'liwiisend and Tacoina. Considerable 
i|uantities are also tinding their way in 
lumber-laden vessels into San Francisco 
from Victoria.

Butt, of (iolden, for six cents. The 
dilference on this single contract will 
anioiint to several times the cost of the 
work.

C-jstom House OlHcers Scizti a Sliecp Kanrlie 
for Contravention of tlii^ Customs Art . 

The custom house olliciais have for fii uue 
time past had strong suspiciwna of there 
being a wholesale illegal importation of 
sheep in the vicinity of Victoria. Sus- 
picions developed into certaipty and on 
Saturday Inspector Milne and Landing 
Waiter Hunter took a drive into the coun- 
try and visited Mr. Ira Wilson's lanche, 
on Cadboro Bay. Mr. Wilson has lieeii 
slaughtering slieei) and selling the meat 
at slighty lower prices than the local 
butchers and this fact in itself was rather 
suspicious. Mr. Milne looked through 
Mr. Wilson's books and his suspicions 
being confirmed all the sheep on the 
raiiclie, some SOO in iiiiinber, were seized. 
.\ man was iilaced in charge of the seized 
nuiche and Mr. Wilson's books brought 
into the city /uid placed under the care 
of the collector. S'esterday inoruing .Mr. 
Wilson at the cu.stoiii house de|iositeil a 
sum sutlicient to cover the cost of 
the animals ami duty as well as a 
line, and a releasing order was handed 
liim. This will enable Mr. Wilson to sell 
his sheeji, but it will not release him from 
any furtlier action the iMinisterat Ottawa 
limy direct to be taken.
